Seattle, Wash., Nov. 29.— Twenty 
five men arrived hero yesterday on the 
City of Seattle direct from Dawson 
City, They were divided into two par 
ties, th« last one of which left Dawson 
Oct. 16. The party coniitted of Thomas 
Mapee, Sr. ; Thomas MuK'oe, Jr., of San 
Fniiirisoo; "Swift VVat. r Bill" Gales 
.'(le Koyle, William Huskins, F. Eckert 
H. RobertBou, H. Raymond, Bert Na 
son, John W. Brauer, W. H. Chambers 
E. W. Pond, £• Aah, J. GilUspio 
ThomM Wilion, P. MoOraw, Jack Dal 
ton,. WDliam Leak, Arthur Celine, .Jo- 
seph Palrbiirn, .1. .Smith, T. Warren 
and Jim Stephenson. They came ont 
over the Daltoii trail. They are report 
ed to have between them 180,000 in 
drafts and gold dost. 

All tell stories of a food shortage in 
Dawson that are almost a famine. The 
lost person to leave Oswson was Jack 
Dalton. When Dalton U|f t the steamers 
Alice and Bella had reached their des 
tination. It is said that the Bella's 
carao consisted of whisky and billiard 
bolls. She brought no provisions. The 
Canadian government's moonted police 
chartered the Bella and gave all who 
wished a free pass to the YnkoH. The 
Bella is reported to have left abont Oot 
12 with 20U men. 

According to the statements made by 
members of the Dalton party, there is 
liable to be troable of the most serious 
kind this winter in Dawson. Hilly 
Leak told one of the men in a party 
ahead of him, whom he met at Dv 
that all the people talk about at iiaw- 
Ron was the food famine. Men were 
(rathering in groups and cursing with 
might and main the newcomers that 
were constantly comiutr into the Klon 
dike loaded with scureely any provi- 
gions. The mounted police were oiler- 
ing free tran.sportation to the grub 
placers farther down the Yukon river, 
at Fort Yukon, but to the couiitlega 
huiulrecLs who had labored lianl nil 
. tlirough the sammer accumulating a 
^ grub stake, the prospect wai uninviting 
to say the least. 

The men tigun^d that it would take 
nil their earnings in gold to pay their 
living expen.ses at Fort Yukon during 
the winter and that in tlio spring they 
would not even have enough to pay 
passage money back to Dawson, to say 
nothmg of purchasing enough food to 
subsist until they could get started 
upain. To these poor fellows the otter 
of the mounted piolice was no better 
than the prospect at Dawson of being 
compelled to live on half rations until 
thesapplr boats ooold reach the^- 
gings m the spring. 

John W. Brauer, the United States 
mail carrier, who left Dawson t-ept. 27 
said: 

"There is only one salvation for the 
miners who ore now at Dawson CMty 
nnd that is for them to undertake the 
awful winter trip from Dawson to Fort 
Yukon, a distance of 400 miles. There 
is no food at Fort Yukon, there is none 
at Dawson, and just as sure as the stars 
shine terrible suffering will be the fate 
of the DaMrson miner, unless he leaves 
there before spring. I will make my 
statement that when I left Dawson the 
men who were there had on an average 
four months' food supply. Some did 
not have a month's supply, some had 
four or five. The restaurant closed the 
night I left It had been selUug noth- 
ing but beefsteak, forwlUoh the hungry 
paid ia.60. 

y "When the people realized that the 
^ >oat8 would bo unable to g' l up the 
river they knew that starvation threat- 
ened them and the great staiupedc be- 
gan. The first to leave went to Fort 
Yukon. I guess there were about 10 in 
the party that left the lirst day. One 
boat that came up from Fort Yukon 
with several newspaper men aboard, 
among them Sam Wail and a Mr. Mc- 
(iilvray. They brought th(t news that 
the Hamilton "had unloaded all of her 
cargo and tried to get over tlie bar light 
and failed in her efTort.^. thought she 
drew but two feet of watei-. This nrws 
increased the e.xcitoiueiit and iiiail!- the 
rush toward ftxxl centers all the gn at- 
IT. On Sept. U Bert Nel-on of Seattle 
and myself left Circle City and started 
to poll! up tlie river to Dawson City, a 
distaneo of aoO miles. At the time we 
f^tarted from Circle City, tlie miners 
liad about taken their (li|Minire. It 
took us 1 1 days and hours to make 
'he journey, arriving at Dawson Sep- 
it'mher ao. 

"Caj)tain Hanson, wi h two Indians 
wlio had left Fort Y^ukon, beat us into 
l^awson by about one hour and a haif . 
Hanson gathered the Dawson City 
miners together and made a short speech 
{1 which he advised all who did not 
>iave provisions to last the winter to go 
to civilisation or try and reach points 
the Ynkon river conntir, where it 
was known that food ooal4 be secured. 
^ bat night was the greatest one in the 
wstory of Dawson City. The miners, as

DISAPPEAR ANCE E XPLAINED.

OmcAGO, Nov. JH. - The mystery sur- 
rounding the disai)pi>araiice of Mrs. 
Pauline Merry from iu r home, at .W 
Hope street, wa.s solved yestordav aft- 
ernoon by the confession of Thomas 
Hickoy, who was arretted on snspioion. 
Hiokey told a revolting story of how 
Christopher Merry cliolied and beat his 
wife a week ago last Friday. Then, 
finding it impossible to restore his wife 
to coiiscioHsiKss, Hiekey says that 
Merry (IickU ;! to put her •out of her 
misery" by beating out her brums with 
a poker. 

Th'' h(;rrible story told by Hickey was 
extorted from him after hours of ((ues- 
tioiiing in th(^ ••sweatlio.x." I^ate yes- 
terday afternoon he led a p.irty of po- 
lice to an uuinha))ited jiortion of t!io 
city, near Eighty-seventli street and 
Western avenue, where Mrs. Merry's 
bcKly was found buried beneath a few 
inches of lotise dirt by tlie roadside. 

The disappearance of Mrs. Merry ex- 
cited almost as much interest that of 
Mrs. Luetgert. A week ago tiie police 
learned that she had been ma(l(; away 
Willi by her husband at his cottage in 
hojie street. Merry was a peddler and 
owned several horses. When the police 
began their investigation a a-year-old 
son of Merry's told them that his father 
liad killed his mother and had lowered 
her body through a trap door into the 
cellar. loUowiug this clew it was 
found that Merry had driven awav 
from his place Saturday morning with 
a covered wagon but no further trace of 
him has been diseovcred. 

Thomas liiekey, an employe of the 
stable where Mi rry kept his horses, was 
put in the sweatbox and yesterday con- 
fessed that be and James Smith had 
been present when Merry beat and 
choked his wife. The tbreo men sat 
up Friday night and tried to restore 
Mrs. Merry. On Saturday morning, be 
savs, decided to kill his wife, which he 
did with a poker. The body was carted 
away and Merry, though still iu the 
city, has successfully eluded the police.

Two days before Mazy placed 
two dynamite caps in a crevice ready 
for explosion, but through the neglect 
of the workmen the fuse hud never been 
lighted. Mazy, with two other work 
men, undertook to dislodge them with

„ha! p pick, and it was discharged. He 
was buried 50 feet, his face was blown 
entirely Otf, and his bo<ly almost torn 
into shreds. Williams' body was out 
and lacerated in a terrible manner. The 
ead man was 66 years of age and was 
married. Williams' recovery is doubt- 
ful Williiim Jeremiah, anothw miAer. 
was \\ orking with Masy and Williams, 
but escaped without a scratch.

A Cuban Befuspo Juat Released From a 
■pMlik PrtoM Tails Soaiathliig of th« 

War in Cuba— Sixteen Hundred .Vincrl« 
ean Citizen* in Cuba I.lTln( on Charttjr. 
Cuban* fteorn Aatonomjr. 

New York, Not. 89.— Dr. Agra- 
monte, one of the Onban refogees who 

has just arrived here said that many of 
the Spanish officers had admitted to 
him that their cause was hopeless —com- 
pletely lost. He paid that the hardships 
he had undergone since leaviuR this 
city Feb. 28, 1896, were simply inde- 
scribable. The men in the expedition, 
lie described, as of fine physique. The 
expedition cost the least and had the 
most brilliant results. 

He arrived at Costa Rica March 25, 
and the other expedition started from 
Port Limon with General Maceo and 
his band on March HO of that year. In 
the party, besides (.enerals' Antonio 
Maceo and Jose Maceo, were Ctem rals 
Cebrcco and Flor Croml)et. They 
reached Duava, Cuba, in a storm anil 
during a high tide. Tlie surf was un- 
usually rougii.aiid the tide floated their 
vessel on the coast. That is the way 
the party landed at Duava. With riiies 
ill hand they juin])e(l a>liore and ran to 
dry ground This was on April 'l. 
Twelve days later Agramoute wa.s cap- 
tured at (iuantananio. 

\'\> to this time there had been four 
fights. Ill the fir.'^t of which one Span- 
iard was killed and 10 wounded. The 
guide liad betrayed them, after receiv- 
ing ?25 for his services. Geiierul Crom- 
bet died April 12, iSUo. 

After his Capture Dr. Agramoiite was 
taken to Felieidad. Hero the jtisomi rs 
were brutallv treated. Orders weio 
given that at the first appearance of the 
ein;niy the hea'ls of the i>ri.«oners should 
be cut o;l. 1 hey were taken tt) the 
Morrow castle prison at Santiago de 
Cuba. There were 10 Cubans at Morro 
castle, among them (tcneral Goronna, 
aged 1!.") years, and who, if is said, is be- 
ing literally killed, step by step. 

AMBRICAN BOUNTY. 

^ilxtuen Hundred .American Citizens In 
Cuba Living on Charity. 

T7AgHiKaTON, Nov. 29.— Consnl Gen- 
eral Lee has made a report to the secre- 
tary of state in which he says that 
there are l.fiOT American citizens in 
Cuba dependent upon charitable as- 
sistance. They have been partly pro- 
vided for out of the 150,000 appropriated 
by congress. 

General Lee says that in making pro- 
vision for the relief of these citizens 
more than tl.600 a week must be ex- 
pended. He has drawn $26,000 of the 
sum appropriated, of which two drafts 
for 15,000 each were drawn this mouth. 
He expresses the opinion that a consid- 
erable time must elapse before the in- 
digents will be self-sustaining. 

KflTfCts uf the Kpuiiisli l>i'crerii. 

Madkid, Nov. 29.— The decrees have 
been received with conflicting impres 
siona, bnt most Spaniards are disposed 

to accept the change as dictated by the 
necessities of the situation. Marshal 
Martinez Campos warmly approves the 
decrees and is willing to go to Cuba if 
necessarr. General Azacorraga re 
serves his opinion until he sees the ef' 
feet erf them apon the rebellion. The 
Carlist organ, El Correo Espanol, de 
scribes the decrees as "national 
treason." The organ of the extreme 
Conservatives, LaNaoional, asks wlieth 
er the nation will tolerate such a policy. 
Both these papers will be proseoated 
for their utterances. 

Autoaomy laoriied by Cab»ns. 

New York, Nov. 29.— Tomos Estrada 
Falma, the Cuban delegate in this city 
speaking on the terms of the autonomy 
decrees, said: "These propositions 
were sc(jrned in advance of tliiMr jire 
sentation. They ean receive no ci>nsid 
(>ra.tii n now. \\'ith ('uba it is as it hai 
been since the war began, and will be 
until it ends— independence or death."

Tlielr DiitBranea Should Ue Settled Before

San Framcisco, Nov. 29.— The latest 
information from Honolulu says : 

Advices just n'ceived from .Japan 
state that no progress has been made iu 
the negotiations about the emigrant 
affair, owing to the fact that Hawaii 
sticks invariably to the policy of pro- 
crastination iu the hope, it is claimed, 
of transferring the responsibility of pay- 
ing the compensation to the United 
Sttttts, but not affecting the propased 
avuexation. 

At tins juncture another diftfculty lias 
sprung up. .\ certain emigrant cf^ni- 
pany in Honolulu has unlawfully aji- 
propriated ihe deposit money of ihe lui

WINT THERE TO FldHT. 

How Tw* Amerlcniii ^^'^^e ltiitclMM4 la 
tha Coni^a Fre» ^tatr. 

Washixoton, Nov. 21).— A startling 
and horrible story of the billing of 
two Washingtonious and the mntila 
tion of their bodies by the natives of 
the Congo Free State, has just been re 
ceived hero in a letter to Mr. Leo 
Harmon of 1723 Ninth street, North- 
west. The men were members of a 
party who. during November and De- 
cember, 1894, and Jannary, 1896, went 
from this to enlist in the Belgian 
army for serrices in the Congo State 

Those enlisting Incladed Edward 
Thornton, a commissioned oflicer of the 
National Fencibies, employed in the 
war denartment; Lindsay O. Barke, 
Fiank fiatchelor, Harry B. Andrews, 
Barry Sparlin and a Bfr. Mellin. or 
Mellon, who was at one time a non- 
commissioned oilcer of the United 
States army. .All except Thornton and 
MelUn were members of the national 
guard of the district. 

The information received by Mr. 
Harmon is that Burke and a party of 50 
natives, who were sent ont to dislodge 
a band of dwarfs who had revolted, 
were ambnshed and killed. An Arab 
who was with the command, but who 
was some distance off at the time of the 
ambuscade, states that he knows Burke 
was dead before the natives reached 
him, and that the most hideous looking 
little man he eve^ saw walked up and 
cut Burke's head off vrith one blow ctf a 
knife. 

The chief then began to slice pieces off 
his legs and arms and distribute them 
among Ins foUowefs. There wore ro 
many of the fiends that the pieces were 
very small, and before they had con- 
cluded there was a free fight to see who 
could get the little remaining. In some 
manner the dwarfs became alarmed 
and left the place, one fellow carrying 
off Burke's arm. The Arab saw the 
cause of their alarm as Windeey, a 
New Yorker, who bad command of an- 
other detachment of soldiers, sent oat 
on the same errand, arrived soon after 
the natives departed. Windeey gath- 
ered up the remains of Burke and 
buried them. When Windeey learned 
the strength of the rebels he hurried 
back to Michan and notified theoom- 
mandant of the post. 

The other Washlugtonian who lost 
his life was killed on March 1, when 
the tn ops under the c(^)mmand of Baron 
Dhanis revoltt d near Kabanbarre and 
assassinated a number of oilicers of 
their regiments, among them b,^ing 
Mellin. The body of Mellin was butch- 
ered almost beyond recognition, his 
heart having been cut out and burned, 
so that hi.-s coara;,'e could not afraiii be 
used against the rebels by tlie whites. 
It is their belief tha' unless the heart is 
burned and the ashes scattered to the 
foar winds the spirit of the man de- 
scends to his bretliren. 

Tliorntoii is said to be in a v( ry jjre- 
carioub situation at Hasaka, but a relief 
expedition has been sent to his rescue.

MAIL~RbB"BEW ARRESTED. 

One of PttUbarg's Letter CitrlarsCoaCtssas

PrrrsBURo. Nov. 20.— Pcstofflce In- 
spectors Qorman and Owings made on 
arrest last night which they believe will 

lead to the unearthing of a gang of mail 
robbers. John C. Hutchinson, \\ ho has 
bicn a letter carrier in the 1' ttsburg 
postofiice siuce 188^, was tietected in 
the act of taking a letter containing %Vi 
from the street box at Smithfleld and 
Diamond streets. He was allowed to 
go to the oMce, one block distant, with 
his grip, and was arrested when leaving 
the office, a very short time later. Thu 
letter and mouey were found on his 
penon. 

The decoy letter had been sealed with 
sealing wax before being deposited in 
the box. When taken nom Hntchiu- 
son the seal was apparently intact, yet 
the money was in his hand tightly 
rolled into a wad. Hutchinson broko 
down and confessed his gnilt. He im- 
plicates no accomplices, but the officials 
feel certain there are others who have 
been working with Hutchinson in a sys- 
tematio rifling of letters, and more ar- 
rests are expected. 



PERISHED IN A STORM. 

Philippine Islands Swept by a 
Great Typhoon. 



THE LOSS OF LIFE WAS TERRIBLE. 



Fully Four Ilnn ired Kuropuan* Were 
Drowaod aad It Is EstimatatI That Six 
Tboasaad Natlvei Perltbed— MUllont of 
Dollars' Worth of Property Deitroyed. 
Many Places to Do Heard From. 

San FRA.XCI8CO. Nov. 29.— The ty- 
phoon which swept over the Philippine 
Islands on Oct. 6, was the cause of one 
of the worst disasters that has been re- 
ported from the Southern ocean in 
many years, if not in the history of 
that section of the w^orld. Thousands 
of lives were lost, inolnding many Eu- 
ropeans, and the damage to property 
was something appalling. Telegraphic 
advices concerning the calamity have 
been very meager. 

The difflcalty of getting news from 
the islands is great at any time. and. 
owing to the remoteness of some of the 
provinces visited by the hurricane, full 
details of the storm did not reach Hong 
Kong twtil Nov. I. The steamer Gaelic, 
from the Orient Satorday, brought ac- 
doants of the ravages of the tidal wave 
and the winds. Several other towns 
were swept and blown away. Fully 
400 Europeans were drowned and it is 
estimated 6,000 natives perished. 

The hurricane struck the islands at 
the Bay of Santa Paula, in the province 
of Samar. It devastated the entire 
southern portion of the island and cut 
oft commiuiication with the rest of the 
world for two days. On the I Jththo 
hurricane re.iched Leyte and strnck the 
capital of Tacloban with great fury. In 
less than half au hour the town was a 
mass of ruins. The native.'^ were panic- 
stricken and tried to make their way to 
clear ground. Four hundred of them 
were buried beneath the debris of 
wrecked buildings and ViQ corpses of 
Europeans were recovered from the 
ruins when the native anthorities insti- 
tuted a search for the dead. 

Reports from the southern coast were 
received which claimed that a score of 
small trading vessels and two Sydney 
traders were blown ashore and the 
crews drowned. The sea at Samoa 
swept inland nearly a mile, destroying 
property valued at several million dol- ' 
lars, and causing wholesale deaths 
among the natives. 

FIRE IN PHILADELPHIA.

PniLADELi'uiA, Nov. SJO. — The milin- 
ery and furnishing stores of Apt Broth- 
ers, 89 and 41 North Eighth street, 
were damaged by lire yesteriay to the 
extent of about $7."),0()U, on which the 
firm carried t50,000 insurance. The 
building, which fronts on I'llhert street, 
as well as Eighth, and which is owned 
by the estate of George S. Lang, was 
damaged to the extent of $10,UU0, cov- 
ered by insurance. f 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
Both members of the firm and a win- 
dow dresser were in the btiildiug until 
about 13 :80 o'clock arranging the stock 
for tlio Christmas hohdays. Shortly 
after they left the fire was discovered. 
The building is in the heart of the shop- 
ping district and the entire fire depart- 
ment watf called. After two hours' 
hard work they extingaished the flames 
without any serious damage to other 
property. 

George Cost, a fireman, was badly 
burned about the face dnrins 
and Bethel Partridge, a 
suffered a broken leg.
